Although this book is published 
chiefly for old country readers, and as such 
will be both interesting and valuable, it is 
not less interesting or valuable to residents 
of Canada itself, where in the struggle to 
get ahead many people see nothing but the 
difficulties in the way, and forget the good 
qualities of their neighbors, and of the 
country in which they live. Although the 
talented and titled author looks with a 
kindly favorable eye on all she sees, there 
is no exaggeration.

HOMESTEAD REGULATIONS 


All even numbered scctions excepting 8 and 26 are 
open for homestead entry (160 acres) by any person 
sole head of a family, orany male over the age of 18 
years. 

ENTRY. 

Entry may be made personally at the local land 
office for the district in which the land to be taken 
is situate or if the homesteader desires he may, on 

ication to the Minister of the Interior, Ottawa, or 
Commissiouer of Dominion Lands, Winnipeg, 
receive authority for some one to be named by the 
intending settler near the local office to make the 
entry for him. Entry fee $10, or if cancelled land $20. 


DUTIES. 


Under the present law homestead duties may be 
performed in three ways, to be decided on making 
entry : 

1. Three years’ cultivation and residence, during 
which period the settler may not be absent for more 
than six months in any one year withont forfeiting
